Charlotte, N. C., October 27.—(/)— 
The $40,000,000 Duke endowment 
created by the late James B. Duke, 
tobacco and power magnate, last De- 
cember, will be doubled under the pro- 
visions of his will and a codicil there- 
to filed in Somerville last week, it 
was announced by representatives of 
the Duke interests here tonight, fol- 
lowing receipt of advices from trus- 
tees of the Duke foundation, meet- 
ing with the executors of the will in 
New York today. 

Thirty million dollars of the see 
ond $40,000,000 will be available im- 
mediately, said the announcement, 
which was based upon information 
given the trustees by the executors 
at the meeting in New York. This 
will give the trustees a fund of $70,- 
000,000 immediately available for 
educational and charitable purposes 
in North and South Carolina, includ- 
ing hospitalization work, orphanage 
work and the support of aged Meth- 
odist ministers, in addition to the 
millions which go to Duke university, 
one of the chief beneficiaries of the 
foundation established last December,

CAILLAUX CAUSES 
FALL OF CABINET 


Washington Is Divided 
Over Effects Change 
Will Have on Debt Set- 
tlement Negotiations.

Paris, October 27.—While Presi- 
dent Doumergue searches for a suc- 
eessor to the resigned Painleve gov- 
ernment, leaders of the four coalition 
groups which put Painleve in office are 
considering the advisability of a gen- 
eral election on the proposition of a 
capital levy to prevent national bank- 
ruptcy. 

Immediately upon receiving the| 
joint resignation of the cabinet Tues- 
day, Doumergue entered into a series 
of conferences with political leaders 
during which he sought to learn who, 
if any one, would be acceptable to 
a majority of the parliament as pre- 
mier. 

The cabinet crisis culminated on 
the eve of parliament's convening. 
Some such end has been in prospect 
since Joseph Caillaux, minister of fi- 
nance, opposed a capital levy before 
the recent radical-socialist congress at 
Nice. It was the strategy of the rad- 
ieal cabinet members to force Caillaux 
from power and then ‘to engineer the 
formation of a new, similar cabinet 
probably with Painleve again at the 
head of it. 

Caillaux Loses Power. 

By the resignation, Caillaux, one of 
the romantic figures of European poli- 
tics, is ousied from power. His col- 
leagues made good their threat to re- 
sign en masse, if necessary, in order 
to get rid of the man who was greet- 
ed six months ago as the saviour of 
France and of the franc when he was 
recalled from political oblivion by the 
left bloc to undertake what proved 
vo be a superhuman task—the settle- 
ment of French debts and stabiliza- 
tion of her currency.

LEAGUE PLANNING 
PRUBE OF BALKAN 


CONFLICT CAUSES 


Commission To Be Sent 
To Investigate — Pro- 
gram Depends Upon An- 
swer of Combatants. 


Paris, October 27.—(/)—The 
council of the League of Nations will 


send a commission to the Balkans to . 


investigate the causes of the Greco- 
Bulgarian conflict. This decision was 
reached at a secret session of the 
council tonight, but the program as 
outlined is contingent upon compli- 
ance by.Greece and Bulgaria with 
conditions of evacuation and cessation 
of hostilities Jaid down by the council. 

The duty of the commission will be 
to determine the facts second, 
determine the responsibility, third— 
decide the question of indemnity and, 
fouth, study means to prevent a re- 
currence of.similar outbreaks in the 
future. A report of the findings will 
be submitted at the next session of the 
council at Geneva in December. 

Time Limit Expires. 

The time limit of 24 hours within 
which the Greek and Bulgarian gov- 
ernments must order the cessation of 
all fighting and return all troops to 
their respective frontiers expired at 
8 o’clock this evening, and the coun- 
cil will reconvene tomorrow morning 
to deliberate on the replies, which are 
confidently expected to embody com- 
pliance with the demand. 

Nevertheless, the league’s executive 


agents have duly reported 
'that all troops have been removed and 
all warlike measures abandoned. M. 
Briand, . president of the council, 
again warned the representatives of 
‘the combatants today that information 
‘had been received that the cannon 
were still thundering. 

Indications are strong that France 
and Great Britain are acting as one 
in the present effort to increase the 
prestige and power of the league of 
nations and render it an effective in- 
strument for peace. There are also 
signs that, without directly blaming 
Greece, the members of the council 
are attaching the greatest importance 
to the fact that the Greek army in- 
vyaded Bulgaria to a depth of eight 
kilometres (about five miles) while 


'the Bulgarians even on the say so of 
‘the Greeks themselves, encroached no 


more than 500 metres (about a third 
‘of a mile) upon Hellenic territory. 
Naval Blockade Possible. 

As the severance of economic and 
financial relations, which the cove- 
nant authorizes against a wafring na-

TQ AMERICAN NAVY 


Birthday Is Celebrated 
With Flare of Optimism, 
While New Disasters 
Are Reported.

Washington, October 27.—While 
news wires were clicking with details 
of new navy disasters, the United 
States navy celebrated its 150th birth- 
day Tuesday with a flare of optimism 
and official assurances that. the 
morale of the nation’s first line of 
defense is still high and that its lead- 
ers are looking toward the future, un- 
dismayed by past events. 

Observance of the anniversary of 
the reporting to the continental con- 
gress for the authorization of the first 
Ameriean warships centered in Wash- 
ington, but navy speakers addressed 
audiences throughout the land, while 
navy ships were on display in seaports 
along the Pacific, Atlantic and gulf 
coasts, 

Secretary of Navy Wilbur spoke on 
the spirit of the navy at Philadelphia 
during the afternoon and returned to 
Washington in time to address a radio 
audience during the evening. Admiral 
Hilary P. Jones also spoke at Phila- 
delphia. Rear Admiral W. A. Mof- 
fett, head of navy aviation, talked to 
a radio audience from Des Moines, 
Iowa. Commander John Rodgers, hero 
of the Hawaiian flight; Lieutenant 
Commander Charles Emery Rosen- 
dahl, ranking surviving officer of the 
Shenandoah, and ‘Lieutenant Com- 
mander Richard KE. Byrd, of the Mae- 
Millan expedition, spoke over the 
radio from Washington. 

Through these addresses and others 
the navy answered the rain of criti- 
cism that has followed the unprece- 
dented series of disasters which have 
befallen the service during the iast 
few months and which 1s expected to

PRISONER TAKES 
WITNESS. STAND 


Is Only Witness in Own 
Behalf—State Charges 
Deliberate Plot To Mur- 
der. 


A verdict of not guilty was return- 
ed shortly after 9 o’clock Tuesday 
night by a jury in the first criminal] 
division of Fulton superior court in 
the case of Jack B. Waldrip, white, 
charged with the murder on Septem- 
ber 18 of Leonard Lankford. The 
verdict was read after the jury had 
deliberated only two hours. Waldrip 
received it stoically. 

The case was tried before Judge 
John B. Hutcheson, of the Stone 
Mountain circuit, who is presiding for 
Judge G. H. Howard. 

The state chose to try the defen- 
dants separately, Waldrip going on 
trial about 11 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing. The date for Gilbert's trial has 
not been set. 

Leonard J.ankford was shot to 
death at the residence of Mr. and 
Mrs. Paul Johnson, at 114 1-2 Garnett 
street, in an altercation with Gilbert 
and Waldrip. The defense admitted 
that Waldrip fired the fatal shots, but 
contended they were fired in «self- 
defense. Waldrip was also shot, 
while Gilbert received a blow across 
the head with a blackjack, it was 
brought out. 

State’s Contention. 

The state contended that Gilbert 
and Waldrip had gone to the John- 
son home with the ratention of meet- 
ing Lankford, engaging him in an 
argument, the culmination of which 
was to have been his death. Solici- 
tors pointed out that evidence showed 
both Waldrip and Gilbert to have been 
armed with pistols and blackjacks.

Macon, Ga., October 27.—(/)—Un- 
der-a verdict of guilty return. this 
morning by a jury in Uniteod States 
district court, Clarke Middlebrowks, 
sheriff of Jones county, was seutenced 
to 18 months in thé Atlanta p‘niten- 
tiary, and G. E. Rape, former county 
policeman, to a year and a day.

Motion for a new trial for Middle- 
brooks and Rape will be heard before 
Judge William H. Barrett in Augusta 
during the week beginning December 
7. Defense cowasel’s main point of 
contention will be that violations, if 
any, were against the state rather 
than the federal -laws. 

The jurors, who were allowed to 
spend the week-end in their respective 
homes and who “knocked off” work 
Monday night just after they had 
received the case, in order to attend 
a musical comedy: show, came in with 
its verdict at 10:30 a. m., shortly 
after Judge Barrett opened court. 

Middlebrooks and Rape were found 
guilty on one count. A not-guilty ver- 
dict was directed ‘on count two of the 
indictment by Judge Barrett, and a 
verdict of not guilty on both counts 
was directed for Wyatt Rapr, son 
of the former policeman. 

Show No Emotion. 

The defendants showed no emotion 
as the jury’s finding was made known. 

In response to plea of defense coun- 
sel that the high favor in which both 
men were held in their county might 


be considered in their favor, rather | 


than against them, Judge Barrett de- 
clared in passing sentence that “it is 
far worse to have trusted much and 
been betrayed,” and that “it is a 
greater wrong for a man in power to 
commit a misdeed.” 

“I have a strong love of freedom,” 
he said, “but I cannot follow my per- 
sonal predilections. This court ean- 
not possibly give a fine; the law pro- 
vides a maximum penalty of two vears 
for a first offense of this nature, and 
five years for a second conviction. 

' “f have some regrets at making 
any distinction in these sentences, 
Since under the evidence an equal 
share of guilt must devolve on both, 
but the sheriff, while he had no di- 
rect control over the county police 
officer, held a much higher office, 
and it is apparent that a conspiracy 
of this nature could not exist without 
his knowledge, if not actual collu- 
sion.”

| Yor Development Unit Adds Its Power 
To Immense Power Projects in Mouniains 


nee 


se at one of the first 


The first unit of the Yonah hydro- 
electric plant, fourth in the series of 
power developments planned for the 
Tallulah, Chattooga, and Tugalo river 
system, has gone into service with 
12,500 horse-power capacity as an ad- 
ditional means of utilizing to full ea- 
pacity the water supply in the com- 
pany’s reservoir lakes, it Was an- 
nouneed Tuesday by the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company. 

The Yonah unit, when operated un- 
der a full head of water, or 1,700 
cubie feet per second, increases the 


‘total capacity of the entire system by 


| 


approximately 5.5 per cent, or from 
the 226,000 maximum horsepower at 


\the other three plants to 238,000 horse- 


) 


| 


power. 

The company’s department of de- 
velopment, it was stated, is rushing 
the work of construction and installa- 
tion of two other units of the same 
size and type as the first, which are 
expected to bring the maximum ¢a- 
pacity of the new plant up to 37,500 
horsepower by January 1. 

Neither Yonah nor any of the other 
plants, however, can be operated to 
capacity until the available watery sup- 
ply is increased by more rainfall, it 
was explained. Only the fact that the 
available water has been used three 
times during its fall from Lake Bur- 
ton, the highest level, to the foot of 
the new Yonah dam,.has enabled the 
power company to maintain service 
during the drouth period. 


Load Is Divided. 
Had it been necessary to meet the 
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units 


hydro-electric demand from any one, 
plant alone, using the available water 
only one time, 2 complete shutdown 
might have occurred, it was stated. 
By dividing the load among the three, 
and now four, plants in the series, 
and using the same water in each, 
continued service has been made pos- 
sible. 

The water which is now turning the 
turbines at Yonah was first impound- 
ed for power use in the huge burton 
and Rabun lake reservoirs during the 
rains last spring and in preceding sea- 
sons when rainfall averaged more from 
day to day than was needed to sup- 
ply the consumption in A¥lanta and 
its territory. 

It has passed through the lakes 
down to the Terrora power plant, 
which develops 30,000 horsepower 
when operated to capacity, and when 
discharged into Lake Tallulah, where 
it passed through the Tallulah Falls 
power plant’s turbines, which generate 
108,000 horsepower at their maximum, 
From the Tallulah Falls plant it flow- 
ed down the river to the confluence of 
the Tallulah with the Chattooga, form- 
ing Lake Tugalo and supplying the 
pressure for operating the ‘Tugalo 
plant, which generates 88,000 horse- 
power at maximum speed. 

The water, thrice-used, then passes 
on down to the new Lake Yonah, im- 
pounded by a dam 70 feet high and 900 
teet long—higher than a six-story of- 
fice building and longer that two ay- 
erage city blocks, to form a lake coy- 
ering an area of 320 acres. 

Contains Three Units. 


The new Yonah plant is 


et be 


of the immense 
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Tugalo river about three miles below 
the Tugalo plant and about 10 miles 
above the Southern railway bridge, 
with the power plant on the Georgia 
side of the river, and the eastern end 
of the dam anchored into the South 
Carolina river bank. 

The power house, when completed, 
will contain three power units, only 
one of. which now is in operation. 
Each will consist of a water wheel 
with 12,500. horsepower capacity, to 
which the water will pass through 
peustocks, or pipe lines, 15 feet in 
diameter, and a vertical type electric 
generator of 8.535 kilowatt capacity. 
Electricity of 6,600 yolts is generated 
and “stepped up” to 110,000 volts for 
transmission into Atlanta and other 
points on the system over the com- 
pany’s high tension transmission lines. 

Nearly two years were required in 
actual construction of dam and power- 
house and installation of the first 
power unit, work having begun early 
in 1924. A long period of careful en- 
gineering work preceded the scooping 
of the first shovel full of earth.

'U. S. Confronted 


By Signs of War, 
ChurchmenClaim 


Washington, October 27.—Ominous 
signs confront the peace of the United 
States, the federal council of churches 
declares in asking congregations all 
over the country to dedicate armistice 
day to the interests of peace and a 
demand for American adherence to the 
world court. 

“BKither there must be whole-hearted 
and full international cooperation for 
world justice, world security and 
world peace, or growing international 
ill-will, suspicions and selfishness with 
increasing war preparations, war 
budgets, war taxes and ultimately an- 
other world war,” the call for ob- 
servance of Armistice day warns. 


U. S. at Crossroads. 


The commission on _ international 
justice and goodwill of the couneil, 
which issued the call, says, America is 
“standing at the crossroads of war 
or peace.” 

“Notwithstanding declarations by 
our president and former Secretary of 
State Hughes, ominous signs, not a 
few, cause anxiety. 

“Our senate has failed thus far, 
even to consider the earnest recom- 
mendation of Presidents Harding and 
Coolidge that America adhere to the 
world court of justice.

and all he ean do is file his applica- 
tion and wait, as best he may, for the 
two years or more, to pass. 

There are seyeral millions of un- 
employed in England today and the 
urge to leave the mother country for 
the yohinger and less thiekly populated 
portions of the globe is greater than 
it has ever been before in the little 
island. It is, of course, the best types 
who desire to leave. The idlers and 
wasters are content to stay at home 
and exist upon the “dole”? which the 
British government pays to the un- 
employed, rather than to cut loose 
from home ties and take their fling 
at fortune in a new home overseas, 

By the very nature of humanity it 
is only those with initiative, ambition 
and vigor who determine to cross the 
oceans in the hope of finding a new 
opportunity in a new land. 

And, with thousands of these splen- 
did citizens eager to live and = con- 
tribute their part to the upbuilding of 
the new American nation, the U. 8S. 
government closes the door in their 
faces and bars them from her shores. 

The result of this attitude on the 
part of America is, of course, not 
displeasing to the rabid empire build- 
ers of England.

The Day in Finance 


Motor Shares Continue Sen- 
sational Advance on Stock 
Market. Call Money Rate is 
Renewed at 43 Per Cent. 


New York, October 27.—Motor 
shares continued their sensational ad- 
vances making up the bulk of the 
day's stock market.

Under “strictest injunctions of se- 
crecy,”’ Mr. Oliver declared, “the in- 
stitutes committees, chosen to co- 
operate with the oil board, prepared 
and submitted to Washington a re- 
port which was not based upon an 
impartial study of the situation, but 
was designed to head off certain regu- 
latory reports the government might 
have in mind. 


“The committee proceeded on the 


theory that the federal oil board in- | 


quiry was a potential danger,” said 
the Oklahoma oil man in his protest 
to the board, “that since its creation 
was predicated upon an uncertainty 
of supply and the existence of indus- 
trial waste, if it could be shown these 
two premises were false, then the 
whole movement would end, Accord- 
ingly the position was taken that there 
exisied practically inexhaustible quan- 
tities of oil and that waste does not 
exist. Investigators were then. in- 
structed to acquire data in support of 
these positions.”
